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GREAT VICTORY FOR BLUE 


Atidover Won Handsomely Over Exeter 
in the Anntial Track Meet Yesterday. ~ 


Andover won one of. the most 
overwhelming victories of the 
school’s history in track yesterday 
when the track team, captained by 
Kilpatrick, defeated its great rival, 
‘Exeter. Andover scored 565-6 
points against Exeter’s 39 1-6, win- 
ning the meet by a decisive majority | 
of 174-6 points. The meet was 
one of the most enthusiastic and 
exciting struggles that the two 
academies have ever engaged in. 
Several times Andover changed the 
outcome of the races by wonderful 
pluck and determination, as was 
evidenced particularly in the mile 
run and in the four hundred and 
forty yards dash, besides in several 
other events. The excitement and 
doubt as to the outcome was’ the 
more intense when at the start 
Exeter led in the total number of 
points, by winning two or more 
places in the first events. This 
lead, however, Andover completely 
overcame, the tide being turned in 
the mile run. From then on the 
blue team continually increased its 
total of points, and at no time was 
in danger of being headed. Hart 
of Exeter broke the only record of 
the meet, in the shot, put after the 
competition had stopped. He made 
a put of 44 feet, 111-4 inches, 
breaking the record of Marshall, of 
Exeter, whose put was 40 feet,

Captain Kilpatrick was undoubt- 
edly the individual star, not only 
of the Andover team, but of the 
whole meet. He won two’ firsts 
and a tie for first, a total of 13 1-2 
points. Cooke, Dowling, Knox 
and Morrison also did well for 
Andover; and Burlingame, Peake, 
Power and Hart for Exeter. The 
men who made their “A” in the 
meet were Riefkohl, Dearborn, 
Thompson, Hubbard and Mc-

The day could not have been 
better for a track meet, as there 
was only a light wind blowing, with 
a good sun over head.

FOUGHT IN A FOG. 

In Which Neither Principal 
Could See the Other. 

‘The most laughable duel ever“fought”’ 
in France was that which took place 
in November, 1878, at Plessis-Piquet 
between Messrs." Gambetta and De. 
Fourtou. 

Some heated words had passed _be- 
tween the two distinguished gentlemen 
in the chamber of deputies, for which, 
according to their ideas of honor, noth- 
ing could atone except a duel. The 
men met therefore on the field at- 
tended by their seconds and the sur 
geons. 

A look over the field was enough to 
convince any one present that there 
would be no occasion for thie doctors’ 
services, A thick November fog. hung 
over the scene—so thick, indeed, that 
one could hardly see his hand before 
his face. The arrangements: for the 
duel required that it should be fought 
at thirty-five paces. 

Nor was the fog the only circum- 
stance that tended to place the com- 
batants out of sight of each other. On 
the way to the field M. de Fourtou is 
reported to have said: . 

“M. Gambetta has but one eye, and 
I am shortsighted, so the game will 
be about even.” 

It was, of course, rendered still more 
“even” by the fog. Neither man could 
see the other, and the sole danger wap 
to the seconds and the doctors. . 

Almost miraculously the two bullets 
that were exchanged missed the per- 
sons in attendance. Everybody’s hon- 
or was satisfied and the whole party 
went home. Gambetta said that the 
affair was as near to being a skirmish 
in the dark as anything he ever saw.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

Oil. Trust Pipe Lines Now At- 
tacked hy Government — Big 
Insurance Man Indicted—Man- 
ufacturers to Raise $1,500,- 
000 to Fight “Labor Trust.”

EXECUTIVE 


Standard Oil Defies Law. 

The report of Herbert Knox Smith, 
commissioner of corporations, on the 
oil industry, recently submitted to the 
president, reflects severely on the con- 
duct of the Standard Oil company. Mr. 
Smith analyzes the monopoly which 
the Standard has gained and declares 
that this has been maintained, not 
through the control of natural re- 
sources, but 
through the use 
of unfair prac- 
tices. He ac- 
cuses the com- 
pany of ignor- 
ing and evad- 
ing the com- 
mon carrier re- 
quirements in 
the rate law of 
1906, and sug- 
gests that this 
should receive 
the president’s 


eareful atten- 
tion. 

In a_ letter 
which accom- 


panied the re- 
port the com- 
missioner re- 


“HL K. Smith. 
fers to the fact that the Standard com- 


pany in 1904, through its various 
branches refined more than 80 per cent 
of the crude oil run through refineries; 
transported through pipe lines nearly 
nine-tenths of the crude oil of the 
older fields, and 98 per cent of that 
produced in the mid-continent section, 
and it secured more than 88 per cent 
of the sales of illuminating oil to retail 
dealers throughout the country. The 
letter sums up the findings of the com- 
missioner as follows: 

“In brief, the history and present op- 
eration of these Standard interests 
shows throughout the last thirty-five 
years a substantial monopolization of 
the petroleum industry of the country, 
a deliberate destruction of competition 
and a consequent control of that in- 
dustry by less than a dozen men, who 
have reaped enormous profits there- 
from. The commercial efficiency of 
the Standard, while very. great, has 
been consistently directed not at re- 
ducing prices to the public and thus 
maintaining its predominant position 
through superior service, but rather at 
crippling existing rivals and prevent- 
ing the rise of new ones by vexatious 
and aggressive attacks upon them, and 
by securing for itself most upfair and 


wide reaching discriminations in trans- i 


portation facilities and rates, both by 
railsoad and“pipe line, while refusing 
such facilities so far as possible to all 
competitors.” : 

To Inspect the Mississippi. 

President Roosevelt contemplates a 
trip down the Mississippi river next 
fall in company with the members of 
the inland waterways commission. The 
trip will probably be from some point 
in middle Illinois or Iowa to Memphis 
and will occupy three or four days. Its 
object will be to acquire more thorough 
knowledge of the problems of inland 
waterway navigation, in which the 
president has manifested great inter- 
est. . 

Ambassador Wright Resigns. 

Luke E. Wright of Tennessee, am- 
bassador to Japan, has tendered his 
resignation to the president, to become 
effective Sept. 1. It is said that his 
retirement is entirely voluntary and 
for personal reasons. Although nom- 
inally a Democrat, his appointment to 
the diplomatic post was made in rec- 
ognition of his valuable services as a 
member of the Philippine commission 
and later as governor of the islands. 
It is expected that his successor will 
be Thomas J. O’Brien of Michigan, 
now minister to Denmark. It is under- 
stood that Professor Maurice F. Egan 
of the Catholic university will succeed 
O’Brien. 

Woman Attache to Hague. 

Among the attaches who will accom- 
pany the United States delegation to 
the second Hague conference will be 
Miss Margaret A. Hanna, private, sec- 
retary to the second assistant secretary 
of state, Adee, who, it is said will be 
the first woman to be honored with 
such a position. Miss Hanna is known 
hs the woman diplomat and has a 
knowledge of international law and 
precedents surpassed by only a few 
men. 

Big Stick After Lumber Trust. 

The bureau of corporations under 
Commissioner Smith has now -started 
in to probe the lumber trust with a 
view to bringing criminal prosecution 
Special 
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we i ‘ 
Agents are already In the neld gather- 
ing data on which to proceed, and a 
preliminary inquiry into the prices of 


lumber shows that the diminishing | 


supply of timber dags not account for 
the jump in _price.._During 1906 hem- 
lock advanced $2; white pine, $8; yel- 
low, $4; poplar, $5, while in the last 
ten years the price of maple has. gone 
up 17 per cent; oak, 36 per cent; yellow 
pine, 65 per cent; poplar, 70 per cent; 
Spruce, 74 per cent, and hemlock, 76 
per cent, Complaints received by the 
bureau are more numerous and more 
bitter than those against the oil or beef 
trusts. The lumber trust is regarded 
as the most complete of the great in- 
dustrial combinations and is operated 
without a holding company or other 
outward sign of its monopolistic char- 
acter. The/operations have been un- 
der what is known as the “gentlemen’s 
agreement,” by means of which any 
retailer who disregards the prepared 
price list will be boycotted out of busi- 
ness. The combined -capital of the 
trust is $611,000,000. The actual cost 
of yellow pine is $10, and the price 
quoted last year was $45 to $48. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Rock Island Pleads Guilty. 

The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad pleaded guilty to two of the 
twelve counts of the indictment brought 
by the federal grand jury at New York 
charging rebates in favor of the sugar 
trust. District Attorney Stimson said 
that the government would be lenient 
toward those roads which by pleading 
guilty showed that they intended to 
obey the law in future, The court 
imposed a fine of $1,000 each for the 
two counts. 

President Hill of the Great Northern 
is fighting the indictment on similar 
charges: against his road, having filed 
a demurrer alleging that the commerce 
act under which the charges are 
brought “is discriminatory and uncon- 
stitutional,” because the same restric- 


tions are not laid against companies |° 


transporting wholly by water; also,n 
so far as it aims to punish criminally 
the defendant for acts done by its 
agents. 


After Fertilizer Trust. t 

The department of justice has decid- 
ed to begin action against all the fer- 
tilizer companies in the various states 
on the charges of belonging to a com- 
bination in restraint of trade, and the 
suits will be brought in the several 
states where the different companies 
are doing business. This is to over- 
come the contention of the Virginia 
concern which demanded a preliminary 
hearing before being ordered out of 
the state. 


Abe Hummel Now In Stripes. 

On the day appointed for the impris- 
onment of New York’s convicted di- 
_vorce lawyer, Abraham Hummel, he 
left his fine city residence in an au- 
tomobile, first: having shaved off his 
mustache and hair to avoid the prison 
barber, and went to the island by an 
upper ferry. He entered the prison 
through the kitchen corridor, thus es- 
eaping observation from the reporters 
and others curious. Once in his cell, 
clothed in prison garb, the little old 
man appeared to-collapse, refusing all 
nourishment, so that the doctors had 
him taken to the hospital.

The trial of President Burnham of 
the Mutual Reserve Life was post- 
poned on account of the defendant’s 
serious illness. 

Pennsy Begins Rate Fight. 

Through its attorney, John G. John- 
son, the Pennsylvania railroad has filed 
a bill in equity against the county of 
Philadelphia to prevent it from de- 
manding penalties for violations of the 
new two cent fare law, which is to go 
into effect Oct. 1. The plaintiff urges 
that the lower rate will do great in- 
justice to the stockholders by render- 
ing the passenger business noncom- 
pensatory. It also declares the bill to 
be unconstitutional. 

Railroad Claims $61,000,000, 

In the court of claims at Washing- 
ton a suit has been filed by the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Texas railroad to 
recover $61,000,000, representing the 
value of the lands of the Five Civilized 
Tribes claimed by the road through 
original grants of alternate sections. 
Last year the suit was brought in the 
name of the state of Kansas, but the 
supreme court ruled that the interest 
of the state was too remote. The mat- 
ter has been a political issue in Kan- 
sas. 

Another Haywood Jury Panel. 

The court at Boise, Ida., had to ad- 
journ its trial of W.'D. Haywood for 
conspiracy to murder former Governor 
Steunenberg on May 21 to give the 
sheriff time to summon a third ,venire 
of talesmen, as the jury box was still 
far short of men acceptable to both

Suggestion In Episcopal Work. 

The Rev. Dr. Elwood Worcester of 
the Emmanuel Protestant Episcopal 
church of Boston, addressing the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital Medical society at 
Baltimore, told of his church work in 
curing persons of nervous disorders by 
means of mental suggestion. He said 
they regarded this as the basis of true 
religion. They found many persons 
suffering from nervous derangement in 
no sense organic, but who were in need 
of moral support. He said they had 
been successful in many cases since 
the movement was started last No- 
vember, and the church office had be- 
come the headquarters of hundreds of 
these mental sufferers, who come not 
only from Boston, but from all over 
the country. The church does not, 
however, treat persons suffering from 
organic troubles, and in order to ob- 
viate this each patient is examined 
first by a physician. In this way the 
Episcopal clergyman distinguishes his 
work from that of Christian Science. 
The treatment Is said to be in line with 
the most advanced medical science. 


Antisaloon League indorsed. 
’ The Presbyterian general assembly, 


-{n session at Columbus, O., after a bit- 


ter controversy, voted Wednesday to 
recognize the Antisaloon league, not- 
withstanding that the committee on 
church polity had decided to ignore It. 
The league is described as “a safe, 
sane and effective organization in the 
work of temperance.” 

Two other important resolutions that 
it adopted were against patent medi- 
cine advertisements in church papers 
and approving the universal peace 
movement, recommending pastors to 
preach the gospel of peace. 

The general assembly of the Cumber- 
Jand. Presbyterian church at Dixon, 
Tenn., sent a vigorous letter to the as- 
sembly at Columbus, protesting against 
the so called union of the two churches 
and repudiating such action. It admits 
one-fourth of the Cumberland laymen 
and more than one-half of their minis- 
ters have.gone into the.so called union, 
It expresses the belief that a majority 
of the Presbyterian church cannot have 
sanctioned the legal measures taken to 
oust the Cumberland minority from the 
possession of houses of worship and 
other property. The conflict is describ- 
ed as a blow to the church and a dis- 
credit upon the cause of religion which 
they were powerless to prevent. The 
belief is expressed that there is room 
for both churches to continue whole- 
some activities. 


Marriage For Catholic Priests. 

The Paris Gil Blas came out with a 
big article declaring that 3,000 French 
priests and curates had formally pett- 
tioned the pope to abolish clerical 
celibacy, the. paper, claiming to have

to publish it if necessary to substanti-

* Judge Landis tn the federal court at 
Chicago has formally recognized Dea- 
con John A. Lewif as. the Jegitimate 
successor of John Alexander Dowie, 
the late founder of Zion City, thus vir- 
tually removing Wilbur Glen Voliva 
from the leadership. At the same time 
it was announced that some of Vo- 
liva’s strongest supporters had renounc- 
ed him, and a movement Is on foot to 
read him out of the church. .

Frederick A. Burnham, president of 
the Mutual Reserve Life Insurance 
company, was compelled to resign by 
the very directors whom he had named 
last January, and Archibald C. Haynes, 
formerly a general agent of the Hqui- 
tabie, was chosen in his place. Burn- 
ham up to this time was able to re- 
tain his control of the concern, al- 
though he was under indictment for 
forgery and larceny and notwithstand- 
ing that his brother George had been 
sent to Sing Sing convicted on similar 
charges. George D. Eldridge also pre- 
sented his resignation as vice presi- 
dent and actuary. 

Price of Whisky Goes Up. 

When it became known that Attor- 
ney General Bonaparte would adhere 
to his recent ruling about what consti- 
tutes real or “straight” whisky, whole- 
galers received notice that all straight 
whisky bottled in bond would here- 
after be retalled at an increase of from 
20 to 25 per cent.

CYPRESS KNEES. —~ 


How They Are Formed—Trees’ Curlous 
Blunt Rootes. ‘ 

The cypress knee ts a familiar object 
in all the lowland forests of the south, = — 
but there are thousands of northern 
people who have never seen them, and 
there are many southern pedple, too, 
who have not seen them fill they 
stumbled over them some dark night. 
The knee is of solid wood,, has no limba 
or leaves, is anywhere from six inches 
to six feet in height, and its rounded 
top and flattened sides give it very 


much the shape of a human leg bent at ay is 


the knee till thigh and calf are brought 
together; hence the appropriate name 
of “knee,” 

For a number of years I was curious 
as to what part the knees played in 
the life of a cypress tree, writes a cor- 
respondent of Forest and Stream, for 
they are part of its root system and do 
not grow independently, They were 
not sprouts, trying to grow into trees, 
for they never developed branches, and 
the final conclusion was that their only 
use was for people to stumble over. 
How and why such useless appendages 
to the tree were formed was a mys- 
tery until one day when drifting down 
a deep channel which had been washed 
through a cypress swamp the secret 
was exposed. ? 

The earth had been washed away 
from the roots of some of the trees, 

and roots in all stages of growth were 

in sight, None of these roots was less 
than two and one-half inches.thick and % 
of uniform size clear to their tips or 
rather clear to their blunt ends, for 
there was no tip. : 

Nature intended these roots to grow 
in soft mud, and they were all right 
for that purpose, but when the blunt 
end of a root encountered something 
too hard to push through it bent or 
buckled in the line of least resistance, 
and this was generally toward the top 
of the ground, and the continuing 
growth of the root pushing the bend - 
further upward made the bend closer,

gether, with one sheet of bark inclos-, 
ing’ both.

Fine Program Rendered by Christ Church 
and Newtonville Choire 


The-third annual Choir festival of the 
Christ church and Newtonville choirs 
was held in Christ church last Friday 
evening. There was an audience pre- 
sent which filled the church to overflow- 
ing and many were turned away unable 
to gain admittance.

SABBATH DAY. OF PATRIOTISM 


Interesting Observance of Memorial Day—Large 


Attendance at Exercises—Oration by 


; Speaker Cole. 


Memorial day was fittingly observed 
in Andover yesterday, and attracted ‘to 
its various features a Jarge attendance 
‘and deep interest. 


The central feature of the day in And- 
over was connected with the old veter- 
ans as it should be,-and-not for many 
years have so many citizens’ compli- 
mented them by their attendance upon 
the publie exercises. The program as 
previously published was followed in 
detail. Fewer veterans are in line each 
year, but the ranks of the Sons of Vet- 
erans were fuller than usual yesterday 
and what was missed in numbers in 
Post 99 was more than made up in the 
increased impressiveness of the whiter 
hairs and feebler steps. 

At the town hall commander Hitch- 
cock presided with grace and dignity, 
and made most fitting remarks at the 
opening of the exercises. Comrade Jen- 
kins prefaced the reading of Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg speech by a brief historical 
sketch of events that led up to the 
battle, and the singing of the school 
children added a very interesting , fea 
ure to the program. : 

The oration was delivered by Speaker 
Cole and held the close attention of the 
large audience from beginning to end, 
being frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause. . 

Following the exercises in the hall, 
the procession was formed and covered 
the following route: Main street to 
Locke, Locke to School, School to 
South cemetery. After decorating the 
graves in the South und Episcopal 
cemeteries, barges wére taken for 
Spring Grove cemetery where ceremonies 
were held at the Soldier’s Monument. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. W..E. 
Lombard. From there the Post went 
to the West Parish cemetery where 
prayer was offered by Rev. J. Edgar Park. 
The graves of the Veterans in the 
Chapel and St. Augustine’s cemeteries 
were decorated early in the morning. 

The formation of the procession was as 
follows: Platoon of police, L. D. Pomeroy, 
chief; Andover Brass Band, Charles 
Newton, leader; Walter L, Raymond 
Camp, Sons of Veterans, Jesse Billing- 
ton, captain; Gen. William F. Bartlett 
Post 99, G. A. R., H. C. Hitchcock, com- 
mander; Post Associates of G. A. R. and 
Veterans of the Spanish War. 

The oration of Speaker Cole was 
follows: 


My friends of the Grand Army of 
the Republic: . = 


No task that has been entrusted to 
me in the long years in which I have 
been permitted to serve my friends 
and neighbors of the Town of And- 
over has awakened more satisfaction 
over the privilege, or a greater sense 
of responsibility for the important 
duty to be performed than has the 
task to which you have bidden me to- 
day. You have honored me by en- 
trusting to my feeble efforts the duty 
of~bringing to you upon this Me- 


morial Day a message that shall, in a | 


slight degree at least, inspire to a 
deeper reverence for the nation you 
served so loyally, that shall lead those 
of us who are here as your retainers 
to a larger appreciation of the great 
duty you rendered to your country. 

“The Sabbath Day of Patriotism” 
we reverently name this ‘thirtieth day 
of May, inindful of the noble-past that 
it commemorates, and of the wealth 
of glory that is stored through its 
achievements within every fold of the 
old banner. of stars and stripes seen 
floating today from the flagstaff of 
every city, and town, and hamlet, 
throughout this broad land. 

If I should follow my inclinations 
to do this task in the way that would 
bring to me the greatest pleasure and 
to you the largest degree of personal 
satisfaction, I ‘should study page 
after page of writen record, that I 
might recount story after story, of 
those deeds of valor which marked the 
history of you and your co-patriots 
in that long war from ’61 to ’65. But 
it Has seemed to me,that a larger duty 
“than that, delightful though that 
would be, is upon*me today—the duty 
to bring out of -your struggle, and to 
draw forth from what you achieved 
some: lesson that shall..make your 
labors an impressive force upon the 
life and activity of the present day. 


Three striking epochs come to my 
mind as I attempt briefly to lead your 
thought for the few moments alloted 
to me on this program. 

The period that marked the Am- 
erican Revolution marked the forma- 
tion of the American nation. A period 
not confined alone to the struggle 
which began with the firing of the 
first gun at Lexington on that April 
day in 1775, and ending with the sur- 
render of Cornwallis at Yorktown in 
1881, for from ten years before the 
battle of Lexington to ten years after 
the declaration of peace, the great 
struggle that made the United States 
a free country was going on. 

The oppresion of England had led 
to agitation and discussion. such as 
only the forefathers of this nation 
could have been capable of. James 
Otis had thundered his words of pro- 
test against the acts of the British 
government at the opening of this 
conflict, and in. that memorable 
gathering which saw the constitution 
framed in 1789 was marked the close 
of the first epoch in the life of this 
nation now only f3I years Id. In 
that period of twenty years the yoke 
of the mother country was thrown 
aside, and the child among the nations 
of the world came to life on this 
western \ hemisphere. The great 
principals that led to the overthrow 
of Englis& rule were the foundation 
principles upon which the new 
country was_ built. The long dis- 
cussions leading up to the constitu- 
tions of the various states and to the 
great constitution of the nation as a 
whole,had taught the people that it 
was no slight task they had under- 
taken, to frame a government for 
the free people of the United States. 

The long /discussion that led to 
those constitutions in the various 
states and to the great federal. con- 
stitution, * largely centered around 
that one issue that was later to be 
the main issue upon which North 
should ' separate from South, State 
should array itself against State, the 


flag should be changed from its stars 
and -stripes-to-the stars-and_bars, bro- 
ther should fight against brother, 
family against family, and this child 
among nations, not yet one century 
in age, should find itself rent asunder. 
_ It was not long before clouds were 
forming on the horizon; the new 
nation was slowly passing from a 
united confederation of states, and 
rapidly and surely the people were 
eae that danger was ahead. 

Little by little and year by year the 
forces were active in that great con- 
flict over which you were later ‘sum- 
moned to arms, until in 1854. more 
than half the states in the, Union had 
through their state constitutions ex- 
cluded slavery, 

_The question of slavery in  ter- 
ritories, the various court decisions 
that involved the entire nation in con- 
troversy and discord, grew more 
the other the attention of the greatest 
pressing, and attracted to one side or 
minds of the land. Each state had 


its leaders in the agitation, and no| 


man could tell whither we were 


tending or how soon the crisis would 
come. 


Away out in Illinois, in 1858, a 
long, lank, ungainly countryman was 
nominated for United States Senator, 
by the new political party of which 
he had been one of the founders. In 
various minor election cantests he 
had been a factor in Illinois politics 
for several years, but the new honor 
upon him was to be the ushering into 
American politics of a character yet 
to be tested, and a force in national 
government yet unknown, but des- 
tined to be the marvel of ages in its 
influence upon-the world. 


Slavery had been legislated upon 


and resolved against, but still it held ’ 


domain in fifteen states and dom- 
inated the political, social and moral 
conditions of the nation. Men dodged 
the issue, and hesitated to strike down 
its powerful hold upon the country. 

hen came those memorable words at 
Springfield, Ilinois, when sounding 
the key-note of what was to be his 
life mission henceforth and to the 
end, Abraham Lincoln said: 

“If we could first know-where 
we are; and whither we are ten- 
ding, we could better judge 
what to do and how to do it. 
Weare now far into the fifth year, 
since a policy was initiated with 
the avowed object, and confident 
promise,..of putting an end to 
slavery agitation. Under the 
voperation of that policy, that 
agitation has riot only ceased, but 
has constantly augmented. In 
my opinion, it will not cease,un- 
til a crisis shall have been 
reached and passed. A_ house 
divided against itself canot stand. 

I believe this government cannot 
endure permantly half slave and 
“half free. IE do not expect the 
union to be dissolved —I do not 
expect the house to fall—pbut I 
‘do expect it will cease to be 
divided. It will become all one 
thing, or all the other. Either 
the. opponents. of slavery will 
arrest the further spread of it, 
and place it where the public 
mind shall rest in the belief that 
it is in the course of ultimate ex- 
tinction; or its advocates will 
push it forward, until it shall be- 
come alike lawful in all the 
States, old as well as new, — 
North as well as South.” 


The story of the three memorable 
years from 1858 to the assault on 
Sumter in 1861 connot be told in 
this brief moment. They were years 
in which men were finding their 
bearings, in which the nation was 
trying out its convictions, in which 
the people were proving their con- 
sciences. ; 

And then came the assault on 
Sumter. When the first gun sounded 
at Lexington it called your ancestors 


from-tyranny to freedom; when the. 


first gun sounded at Sumter” it 
called you to the*preservation of that 
freedom, and ‘to a continuance of the 
integrity of the American Uniofi. 
For eighteen centuries the struggle 
had been going on to prove that per- 
manent, free government could be 
established; upon you was placed the 
responsibility for the first success. 

This day is full of memories of 
what those guns at Sumter told the 
people of this nation. You recall the 
storm as it: burst with all its fury 
upon this part of the country, 
shattering the-busiress of a nation of 
peace, and beginning that long war 
of social and domestic misery. 

Away down through the ages, the 
pages of history will tell of the great 
wars of Frederic, and Wellington and 
Napoleon, but we must hark back to 
the fall of the Roman empire, to find 
any nation’s flag carried by such an 
army as you were soon to be part of. 


How little you knew of what you 
were to go through, of the magnitude 
of the contest you had undertaken! 
When the first call came but one 
vessel constituted ‘the entire navy; 
within two years 600 shipsihad been 
enlisted, and every Southern port had 
been closed to commerce, dnd at the 
expiration of the same period there 
were under arms in the Union ser- 
vice nearly a million men. One- 
eighth of the entire population of 
the Union states served under-~ the 
Stars and Stripes during the four 
years of the contest. Our own state 
with a male population of a little less 
than 600,000 furnished over 150,000 
soldiers. Enthusiasm was followed 
by courage and efficiency not ex- 
celled by that of any other army in 
modern. times. More than two

Mutiny Scare In India. 

All pretention to proceeding under 
ordinary forms of law disappeared in 
the steps recently taken by the British 
Tulers of India to erush in {ts incipi- 
ency the widespread mutiny of the na- 
tives, whose leaders have been ruth- 
lessly banished or imprisoned. The 
drastic action of the officials showed 
the extent to which the movement had 
progressed. At Lahore, where two edi- 
tors of native papers were arrested for 
seditious writings, crowds of people 
foyged to cheer the men as they were 
taken through the streets to prison, 
and in the riots that followed all Eu- 
ropeans were In danger. All garrisons 
are kept on the alert and ball car- 
tridges are served. 

Mexican Troops Moving. 

The Mexican government has begun 
the massing of troops along the border 
of Guatemala armed with Mausers and 
Maxims, and it is understood that Pres- 
ident Diaz and leading officials of Mex- 
{co sympathize with the insurrection 
against President Cabrera of Guate- 
mala. Diaz is determined to stop the 
turmoil on his border and bring Guate- 
mala to terms for the murder of Gen- 
eral Barillas while under the protection 
of the Mexican government,

Premier Stolypin addressed the 
douma in response to a challenge from 
the Socialists, and members of ail the 
Left parties, numbering over half the 
body, remained outside during the dis- 
cussion of the recent conspiracy 
against the life of the czar. A resolu- 
tion condemning terrorism was then 
offered by the Constitutional Demo- 
crats and passed, Recently the police

men at New York city was continued 
without serious disorder, and the strike 
leader, Conners, said he was confident 
{t would be only a matter of a few 
days when the big ocean steamship 
companies would have to surrender. 
One fatality occurred in a saloon quar- 
rel when a detective shot wildly into a 
throng of strikers and killed an inno- 
cent bystander. Some of the Jiners 
were compelled to sail with only a 
part of their usual cargo, and it was 
asserted that the big Adriatic returned 
with the same cargo she brought over 
rather than break the schedule of her 
sailing day. Sixteen of the stevedores 
signed an increased wage scale and 
took back 2,000 men, which greatly en- 
eouraged the strikers. 

At Buffalo 1,000 freight handlers quit 
work on the docks, their demand being 
for 20 cents an hour and recognition of 
their union. This virtually ties up lake 
traffic at that port, 

The strike of section hands on the 
New Haven road became general from 
New, York to Boston Monday, taking in 
5,000 employees. Their leaders failed 
to gain an audience with the compa- 
ny’s engineer of maintenance of way, 
to whom they wished to present their 
demand for more wages. 

The International Association of Ma- 
chinists has taken {ts stand squarely 
for the eight hour work day. It is an 
English international body, with locals 
In this country.

Monopoly Curber Passed. 

With only six votes in the negative 
the New York senate passed the long 
contested measure designed by Gov- 
ernor Hughes to bridle the big public 
service corporations of the state. It 
had been previously passed unanimous- 
| ly by the assembly, and the few slight 

changes made by the senate were con- 
| curred in by the lower house. This 
| bill creates commissions to be appoint- 
ed by the governor to regulate the af- 
| fairs of corporations both in city and 
state. In New York city the rapid 
| transit commission will be superseded 
by one of the governor’s choosing. The 
hew commissioners will have vast au- 
thority, their consent being necessary 
to all changes in equipment, franchises, 
stock issues, regulations as to labor, 
| schedules, rates, mergers, etc. They 
can order more cars or motive power 
when needed, compel erection of sid- 
ings and fair dealing to all alike. 
Freight bulks must go without break 
to their destination, and no railroad 
may have an advantage over any oth- 
er in the transfer of through freight. 
Legal action brought by the commis- 
sion has precedence over all other cases 


except election matters. 

There are to be two commissions of 
five‘ members each, one for the big city 
and the other for the rest of the state. 
Each member will receive $15,000 sal- 


ary; counsel for each, $10,000, and sec-. 


retary, $6,000. Five years is to be the 
term of office. Each commission must 
report annually to the governor. 
Foraker Defies Officehalders. 

Senator Foraker promptly challenged

ter to task severely for ,using his of- 
ficial position and hiding behind an 
interviewer to injure another man. He 
further states in an interview that he 
believes the president was angry be- 
cause of his criticism of the president’s 
method of slaughtering game promiscu- 
ously. He now charges that Mr. Roose- 
velt is neither a sportsman nor a nat- 
uralist, but only a game killer, and 
quotes at length from the Roosevelt 
books to show the murderous tenden- 
cles of the hunter and his incomplete 
knowledge of the ways of wild animals 
when not pursued.

HE HAD HIS DOSE.

thousand engagements were partici- 
pated in during the-war,.and the loss 
in many of those engagements was 
terrible, five battles alone of the sec- 
ond year showing an aggregate loss 
of 65,000 and in 1863 three _ battles 
showing a loss of 55,000. From the 
beginning to the close of the war 
more than 300,000 Union soldiers were 
laid in graves which are today altars 
upon which a grateful American 
Republic places the floral offering of 
tender memory. 

What cared you that the world’s 
courts laughed at your presumption 
in undertaking to suppress rebellion! 
You loved your country! This: land 
was consecrated to freedom, and 
slavery was a curse to the land and a 
crime against our holy liberty. How 
great a ciirse, how dread a crime, we 
are still discovering. To remove the 
curse, to unite the land, you soldier 
boys gave up life, and every grave 
today has a voice declaring that our 
nation’s privileges were blood-bought. 

The period of the war is full of 
lessons. It demonstrated the strength 
of the Republic. What other nation 
on earth could have stood such a 
strain and come forth whole? It was 
a crucial test, but it showed that we 
may always count on the men for 
crises in America. Greatness is ‘to- 
day slumbering in North and South, 
awaiting the arousing call _ of 
oppertunity. Let necessity demand, 
and Illinois will have another Lincoln, 
Ohio another Grant, and Sherman 
and Sheridan; Indiana another 
Logan; New York another Seward; 

another Thaddeus

Stevens; New Hampshire another 
John A. Dix and Robert Anderson;

and in the old Bay State there will 
be another Charles Sumner, another 
Henry Wilson, another John A. 


Andrew. 


I have said: Lincoln, Grant, Sher- 
man, Logan, Sumner, Andrew; Ah 
my friends, these are not alone the 
ones to recall today! States will 
ever raise the leaders because the 
people, the rank and file, will ever 
rise to be led. 

Let us name the leaders; all glory 
to them! but do we not as gladly, as 
joyfully, as reverently, recall the al- 
most one million private soldiers, and 
again say “let necessity demand and 
a nation will have yet another con- 
secrated, loyal people.” 

This day is not set apart to glorify 
war, for that the American soul ab- 
hors. We have no admiration for a 
barbarous business which drenches 
the land with blood, makes widows 
of wives, and orphans of helpless 
children. But we cannot admire too 
much that outburst of moral indig- 
nation, that echo of the mind of God, 
which rallied the men of the shops 
and farms throughout the North to 
rebuke secession and wipe the stain 
of slavery from our escutcheon. For 
that magnificent outburst let us ever 
be thankful. 

Military experts interest us by re- 
hearsing the many respects in which 
that war, was among: the greatest in 
history. It was most stubbornly 
fought, most heroic in the quality of 
the common soldiers on both sides 
yet was it greatest in its close. When 
Achilles slew Hector, the Trojan 
leader, he dragged the dishonored 
corpse thrice around the walls of 
Troy. But when Robert E. Lee sur- 
rendered and tendered his sword to 
his conqueror, U. S. Grant declined 
it; and he ordered rations for the 
famished men in gray, and gave 
orders that every confederate soldier 
take his horse home with him to 
assist on the farm. And when 
Andrew Johnson’ insisted on the 
arrest and execution of General Lee, 
it was General Grant who declared 
that a soldier’s word had been given 
and must stand that Robert E. Lee 
was pardoned and was coming back 
into the Union.

And this brings: me to. the third 
great epoch making up my message 
today. The close of the war of the 
Rebellion was marked by many close 
observers as the beginning of the 
most trying part of the entire en- 
counter. 200,000 men .were to drop 
the art of war and take their places 
in the fields of peace. What should 
they do? Where could they be lo- 
cated? In what activities could they 
be employed? 

As naturally and loyally as they 
took up the bayonets of war,so now 
they turned to the implements of 
peace. The great work of rebuilding 
the material nation was in hand. Now 
that the moral fibre had been forever 
made whole, the possibilities of the 
nation pressed upon the people as 
never before. The tireless activities 
of four long years of struggle to 
nion had stimulated 
the people to the same tireless ac- 
tivity in attaining every end they 
sought. 

What strides have been made since 
that first gun at Sumter! Vast areas 
of territory there were indeed, but 
how little many of them had been im- 
proved! The fifteen states that se- 
ceded possessed at that time a wealth 
of 6,000,000,000 of dollars, and a third 
of the entire railroads of the country 
were within their borders. The men 
in control of the South believed that 
no greater prosperity could ever come 
than that which they were enjoying 
under the slave rule. Today the 
-wealth of that section of the nation 
reaches the enormous total of 200 
billions of dollars. Water power has 
been multiplied so that the manufact- 
uring interests of the Southern States 
today are becoming of tremendous 
importance, not only to the South, 
but to the nation at large. 
there were ten thousand miles of rail- 


road in. 1861 there are today 65865 against class, the irresponsible and ir- 
miles, and this growth is paralled in reconsilable to conditions that were 


the entire country. *‘ Manufactures 
and all kinds of business have in- 


creased in like proportion throughout | two other great conflicts through 


the land. 


Each succeeding decade found new 
territory. developed, new _ industry 
established, new commercial great- 
hess secured. Men grew richer and 
the great nation as a whole thrived 
and prospered. 

Then those words of Van Dyke 
began to be understood before they 
had been uttered. Then came the 
new struggle that marks the third 
epoch, the “struggle of American 
business integrity”. It came not in 
a day any more than did the Am- 
erican revolution; it came not because 
of any single offence against the law, 
yet slowly but surely it came, and to- 
day we are passing through the 
struggle of it. 


Great wealth has year by year set 
itself in the high places and dom- 
inated affairs. The power of organ- 
ization in all sorts of capital, be. it 
the capital of dollars or the capital 
of labor, has been and is being, felt 
in its oppression upon _ individual 
liberty with a danger of serfdom not 
overshadowed by any past oppression 
in our nation’s history. The seéds 
of unrest and discord have been sown 
on every hand, and distrust, each man 
of tris neighbor, is felt as never before. 


Let this day lead us to reverence 
our birth-right, to guard with sacred 
jealousy the purity of our love, and 
to train our youth to prize American 
citizenship, and to scorn.the frequent 
temptation to exploit it or to prosti- 
tute it for profit. 


In the “Story of Martin Coe” is 
sounded a timely note. After our war 
with Spain, Martin Coe deserted an 
American warship at a Brazilian port, 
and engaged with a South American 
Republic as a_ fillibuster. After 
furiously serving out his engagement, 
he departed with a heavy sack of gold 
coins, The sweep of circumstances 
carried him to Portland and to a little 
village up the Kennebec. There his 
chivalrous devotion to a little old lady, 
and his interest in her devotion to a 
boy of 1861 who never returned, 
aroused his conscience’ and taught 
him many lessons. His growing re- 
ssolye culminated at the simple Ser- 


vices of Decoration Day, and he told | 


her allhis story. The book closes as he 
starts back to some port of enlistment, 
there to make™&amends, and serve out 
the term: of his. enlistment. It was 
the little.spinster and her Decoration 
Day that taught him to become a 
citizen, to bear his responsibilities, 
and faithfully to render his own full 
measure of devotion to a government 
of the people, by the people, for the 
people. 

We are now a world power, the ob- 
ject of designing study by those who 
envy or distrust us. ~ International 
spies are studying our defenses, and 
probing our military and naval secrets. 
Never was it so true in America as 
now ,that eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty. Men to foresee the future, 
and a people to prepare for it is now 
the schedule for America. Let us 
strengthen our defenses; not only in 
fortifications, in coaling stations, in 


efficient navy,and in all necessary mu-. 


nitions, but in the quality of our men. 


In 1868 Von Moltke visited France, 
viewing the military preparations 
wherever’ he could. On his return 
to Germany he was _ asked if the 
French army could be easily beaten, 
and nodded in emphatic assent. The 


| equipment he admitted to be greatly 


superior to Germany’s but what he 
saw in the officer’s quarters convinced 
him that in morals the French were 
unequal to the stern demands of war. 
And in 1870 the old soldier’s estimate 
was corroborated by the series of dis- 
aster that befel the arms of France. 
°*The newest machines of war were 
theirs, but the “man behind the gun” 
lacked the moral poise of his enemy. 


Through these three epochs I have 
endeavored to direct your thought to 
a condition today in which this great 
nation finds itself. They are and must 
ever be indissoluble if that future 
which we hope for our nation should 
be forever secure. The Revolution 
for freedom, the rebellion for Union, 
the present struggle for integrity — 
all demand a recognition today as 
each demanded a recognition in its 
time:— freedom, union, integrity. The 
struggle for freedom, the struggle for 
union are memories which we must 
never fo¥get. In the achievements 
wrought out by indi.iduals and by the 
nation in. both of these struggles there 
must come our inspiration for the

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The Choir Festival in Christ Church 


George Meredith says somewhere of 
poetry: “Those that have souls meet 
their fellows there.” 

The people that have souls in And- 
over met last Friday in Christ church.

Through the open, 
lighted windows of the church it came 
to me as I stood on the lawn’ without, 
alone, beneath the solemn stars. That 
impression I shall not easily forget.
